DENVER, Colo., July 25.—So far as ascer- 
tained up to 8 o’clock this morning the 
fallowing is a full list of persons whose 
lives were lost in the great floods that swept. 
down on the towns of Morrison and Golden 
in the foothills near Denver last night.

All the Denver people who perished at 
Morrison were campers in Bear Creek 
Canon. There were many more campers 
in that vicinity, and it is feared that the 
loss of life will prove to be much greater 
than is now known. 

Some reports say that when Bear Creek 
Canon is fully explored it will probably 
be found that no less than fifty persons 
perished in the flood. Great anxiety is felt 
by many families in this city, members of 
which were camping in the mountains. 

The Proctors, who were drowned, were 
the wife and children of.A. S. Proctor, Pres- 
ident of the Denver Tent and Awning Co. 
Mrs. Casey and Mrs. Herres were widows. 
All the members of these three families 
were drowned, it is believed, except 0-year 
old Irene Proctor, Who was caught in a 
mass of driftwood and rescued “with dif- 
ficulty by Earl MGI! and J. G. Lowe.

The torrents, which rushed down the 
canons upon h Golden and other 
mountain towns, were caused by a terrific 
mountain storm, which extended for a hun- 
dred miles or more. From Boulder, in the 
north, where the damage was slight, all 
down the range west of Denver, almost to 
Pueblo, the storm swept its destructive 
way. 

At Morrison and Golden the torrents tore 
away buildings, uprooted trees, washed out 
long stretches of railroad tracks, 
away bridges and spread annihilation 
through the towns. Their work was brief 
as the warnings they gave were inadequate, 
and almost before the citizens of the strick- 
en community knew what had happened the 
floods passed away, leaving signs of de- 
vastation everywhere. 

All that could be done in the darkness 
and confusion was done by the rescuers. 
Men, women and children were let down 
from the roofs of floating houses, helped out 
of trees and drawn out of the very whir! 
of the torrents. 

It e feared that many lives have been 
fost at Central City and perhaps at other 
points in the mountains. There is great 
difficulty in obtaining accurate information 
of the extent of the devastation, as ali com- 
munication with Denver was cut off or 
impaired. 

The Gulf and the South Park Railroads 
suffered most sevérely ‘in the loss of track 
and bridges. There are also washouts on 
the Santa Fe, the Denver & Rio Grande 
and the Florence & Cripple Creek.

The lower end of McKeesport is flooded and 
a foot more of water than at the present 
writing will reach many of the ware-houses 
along its banks at that city. Dravosburg is 
inundated, the water reaching the second 
stories of of the houses. The locks 
and dams o e Monongahela Navigation 
Co. are all under water and at some of the 
lock-houses the water has almost reached 
the second stories. This last rise was 
caused by cloudbursts and heavy rains at 
the head of the Monongahela. In many places 
they were the heaviest known in twenty- 
five years. I: is difficult at this time to 
lace the amount of damage which will be 
neurred by reason of the flood, but it will 
probably reach $1,000,000. 

The gauge at the Smithfield street bridge 
at 12 o’clock showed a good 20.5 feet and 
rising at the rate of six inches an hour.

FOUR MORE DROWNED. 


Mrs. Warren and Three Young Women 
Among the Dead. 


DENVWER, Colo., July 25.—Mr. Horace M. 
Warren, of the firm of Acheson & 3 
investment bankers of this city, was driving 
in Mount Vernon Canyon. midway between 
Morrison and Golden, last night, in com- 


pany with his wife, Miss Josephine Holme, 
daughter of Richard Holme, superintendent 
of the Denver Union Water Company, and 
Misses Della and Mary Horner, — otal 
of Judge J. W. Horner, when a cloudburst 
occurred. The stream quickly became a 
torrent. There was no way of escape and 
the carriage, with its occupants, was swept 
away by the flood. The four women were 
drowned. Mr. Warren, bruised and bleed- 
ing, lodged in a tree and was rescued sev- 
eral hours later. He is in a critical condi- 
tion: The party had been camping at 
9 e Horner’s ranch in Mount Vernon 
gulch. 

Mrs. Warren was a prominent member of 
most of the women’s clubs in Denver and a 
favorite in the best social circles.

withdrawals were domestic, $307,100 for 
hoarding and $5,400 in gold bars. On the 


other hand $1.700,000 in gold coin was de- 

ited in the Sub-Treasury by New York 

nkers, making the gold reserve at the 
close business stand at $103,688,180. The 
other financial centers are also coming for- 
ward to reinforce the Treasury, and gold 
was offered in exchange for legal tenders 
to the amount of $6,000,000. Of this Chicago 
offered $2,500,000; Philadelphia, $2,500,000, and 
Boston, $1,000,000. 


CHICAGO, In., July 2%.—The National 
Bank of Illinois deposited $250,000 in gold in 
the Sub-Treasury to-day, the first install- 
ment of $2,500,000 in gold to be advanced by 
the Chicago banks to the Government re- 
serve. In the recent canves of the banks 
it was found that the gold holdings of the 
national banks of Chicago are about $18,000,- 
000 and the State banks $7,000,000, and 10 per 
cent of this amount will be turned over to 
the Sub-Treasury. The First National Bank 
and others will, it is understood, make their 
deposits next Monday. 


FEEDING THE MEN OF THE FLEET

Important Office of the Bumboat 
Women at Naval Stations. 


It ig not:likely that to the mind of the 
average man, as he looks at the cruisers of 
the white squadron lying in the bay off 
Tomkinsville, says the New York Evening 
Sun, and sees the decks alive with hundreds 
of hearty, healthy blue jackets, the ques- 
tion would be suggested as to how the in- 
habitants of these teat floating structures 
ure fed. Those wh visit the ships care 
only for the pomp and display of things 
martial and warlike. The vessels them- 
- gelves, their mysterious and complicated 
interiors and machinery are far more in- 
teresting to the generality of mankind than 
the intertor of the sailor and the fuel that 
keeps him running. 

It is, of course, a matter of some im- 
portance that the tars who man the vessel 
should be kept in as good running order as 
the vessel itself, and to effect this end it 
requires a great amount of attention on 
the part of the Navy Department, and of 
a certain officer of each ship, the Paymas- 
ter. Things have to be so managed that 
from the moment a man-of-war enters a 
port she shall be plentifully supplied with 
wholesome food, and that when she leaves 
for a cruise she shall carry sufficient pro- 
visions. 

There are on the coas? certain regular 
naval stations, where the vessels spend a 
large portion of their time when in home 
waters. At each of these ports the navy 
departmen® has standing contracts with cer- 
tain firms to supply food. This concern 
stands ready to supply meat, that one vege- 
tables, another groceries, as soon as a shi 
arives in port. The ship’s paymaster noti- 
fies she fleet paymaster what is needed in a 
particular vessel and the fleet paymaster 
sends the order to the firms. Thereafter 
each day the paymasters send in their or- 
ders for supplies. If «he fleet or a particular 
vessel goes intu port that is not-a regular 
naval vessel he at once bids for food sup- 
plies and makes his contracts accordingly. 

Every man on board an Amer'’can man-of- 
war receives his day's rations or % cents 
in lieu of hem. The officefs, of course, gen- 
erally draw their 30 cents and have ther 
stewards purchase for them special sup- 
plies. The sailors, however, form in messes, 
generally of fifteen or twenty men, one of 
whom acts a steward. Abou? one-half of 
the men draw ship’s rations and the other 
the 30 cents per man, which is spent in ex- 
tras for me whole mess. With this money, 
and a few dollars extra per man each month, 
they purchase when in port some luxuries. 
such as butter, sugar, radishes, pickles and 
pastry. . 

When the vessel goes to sea the Govern- 
ment stocks her with canned and salted 
meats, canned vegetables, biscuits and such 
foods, and in addition each mess takes out 
its supply of extras. 

An important factor in the gailor’s com- 
fort is the bumboat woman. Every one of 
the cruisers now lying at Tomkinsville has 
its own bumboat woman. She alone has 
the 22 of boarding the vessel and sell- 
ing her wares to the crew. This is a valua- 
ble privilege and one usually given to the 
wives or widows of sailors. When a vessel 
goes on duty the commande: appoints a 
woman t6 manage the bumboat. This wom- 
an usually follows the vesel from port to 
port and daily visits it with her wares. She 
carries pies and pastry, beer, cigars, cig- 
arettes and tobacco, and such odds and ends 
as do not come under the supervision of the 
paymaster and his general manager, the 
paymaster’s yeoman, 

The bumboat woman loads her stock in a 
boat, hired or kept for the purpose, and 
visits the ship during the mess hours. At 
those times and those alone she is allowed 
to go to and fro among the crew selling 
her wares. Beer in some cases is a large 
medium of profit to her, but of. the cruisers 
now in the lower bay, the New York does 
not keep beer on shipboard. 

In all the other vesels the paymaster has 
placed a petty officer in charge of the beer 
traffic, and he furnishés it to the sailors at 
a rate of from four to five bottles for a 
quarter. The profits go to the support of the 
sailors’ library and other such objects. A 
bumboat woman, however, would sell the 
beer at three bottles for a quarter and real- 
Sze a handsome profit, so the tars much pre- 
fer to have the beverage handled by the 
ship’s men. 


Burlingtoa Route to Colorado. 
RARE PALMS IN FLORIDA. 


Flourish on the Keys and Are of Great 
Interest to Botanists. 

Prof. A. H. Curtiss returned recently from 
his seventh cruise among the Florida keys, 
and reports a number of interesting botani- 
cal discoveries, including two additions to 
his list of Florida trees, says the Jackson- 


ville Times-Union. It was his special ob- 
ject te study the palms peculiar to these 
coral islands, and in this he succeeded be- 
yond his expectation, determining the range 
cf each and securing the material that had 
been needed for their accurate identifica- 
thon and description. 

Thre rere three kinds of palms on the 
keys that can hardly be distinguished from 
one another at a little distance. They have 
fan-shaped leaves and stems seldom ex- 
ceeding three inches in diameter, though 
sometimes attaining a 1 2 of nearly 
forty feet. They furnish the inhabitants 
with “crawl poles” and materials for hats 
and baskets. 

For the first time Professor Curtiss suc- 
ceeded in finding the grove of pseudo-Phoe- 
nix Sargentii, on Long key. A few youn 
trees of the remarkable palm were foun 
by him on Eliiott’s key in 1881, but were 
mistaken for young royal palms. ~ Five 
years later he accompanied Professor Sar- 
gent on a cruise in the steamer Laurel, and 
in exploring the same key Profesgor Sar- 
1 st to catch sight of a mature 
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Sargent’s “Trees of h 

material for study was sent to Wen — 
the leading authority on palms, who *

This discovery led to the detection of 
quite a grove of the same palm on Long 
key, which was then being converted into 
cocoanut plantations, and the owner or- 
dered its preservation, which was mot 
fortunate, as otherwise this remarkable 
tree might have been exterminated before 
being 1 into cultivation. 

Long Key is situated about sixty miles 
northeastward from Key West, and is of 
very irregular form, consisting of three 
arms or prongs, each about two miles long. 
Last summer f. Curtiss landed on the 
key with a diagram furnished him 15 Com- 
modore Monroe, who had succeeded in find- 
ing the palms and also in -successfully 
transplanting one of them to Cocoanut 
Grove; but, varying a little from the right 
course, he failed to find anything except 
cocoanuts and mangroves, Now that he has 
succeeded in reach 95 the palms, he finds 
that Commodore onroe’s instructions 
were pretty nearly,correct, but not as sim- 
ple as they might have been, 

If one will land a few hundred yards east 
of the south point of Long Key, at a large 
black mangrove standing alone at the 
water’s edge, and will then proceed directly 
inland across a narrow skirt of swamp, he 
will see, on emerging from the mangroves, 
the pseudo-Phoenix directly in front of him 
and he will behold the rarest and most 
unique of North American trees, and one 
which as to beauty and fruitage is perhaps 
not excelled by any tree in the world. e 
trunk is short and thick, smooth and cu- 
tiously variegated with alternate bands 
of brown and greenish gray. The crown of 
leaves resembles that of the date palm, and 
at its base are borne gorgeous clusters of 
red berries, many of them so large that a 
man could hardly encircle one with his 
arms. The berries are about as large as 
average grapes, and a large proportion of 
them are unit in twos and threes. The 
fleshy covering of the nut is very bitter, 
the kernel almost as hard as ivory. 

Prof. Curtiss secured enough of the fruit 
to fill two barrels, which he shippes from 
Planter, on Key Largo, to Prof. Sargent, 
distribute them to all 
botanical gardens and palm nurseries in 
the world. Thus the existence of the pseudo- 
Phoenix is likely to be prolonged indefinite- 
ly, independent of its existence in a wild 
state, which is evidently precarious. 


OLD BUILDINGS IN SARDINIA. 


who will doubtless 


Learned Men Fail to Penetrate the 
Mystery of Their Construction. 


For centuries past the ingenuity of learned 
men has been exercised on the Noraghe of, 
Sardina, but to this day they have no more 
been able to discover the origin of these 
famous buildings than had the Romans 
before them. They were unable to say 
whether they were used for tombs or fire 
temples, for trophies of victory, for ob- 
servatories or merely for human dwelling 
places. 

More than 3,000 of them have been counted 
in Sardinia, standing on artificial mounds 
thirty or sixty feet h.gh, and measuring at 
the base 100 to 300 feet in circumference, 
They are usually in the shape of towers, 
says London Tid-Bits, built with im- 
mense blocks of stone roughly hewn 
with hammers. No cemen? is used in 
their structure, nor is there any inscription 
to indicate their origin. : 

A low entrance at one side leads into a 
long and lofty passage, communicating 10 a 
very low door with a domed chamber be- 
yond. On either side of this small cells have 


case rising steeply from the dome, leads 
to another but somewhat smaller chamber 
above, and again beyond this to the broken 
es of the Noraghe. 

Jothing has been found within these 
buildings, and to this day their existence 
is a mystery. 

In the same vicinity other buildings have 
been discovered which are no less puzzling 
to antiquaries. The general opinion is that 
they were built for the purpose of burying 
giants. 

The most integesting archaeological mys- 
teries of this 1 are the Denes of 
Essex and Middlesex. They are perpendicu- 
lar shafts sunk in the earth, with lateral 
caves at the bottom, but the purpose for 
which they were dug out has never been 
discovered. It is possible, however, that 
they might have been used as granaries or 
8 as places of refuge in time of trou- 


le. 
The Rathes of — form an interesting 
study, the only conclusion that has been 
arrived at, however, being that they were 
inhabited at some remote age by a race of 
dwarfs. The district is covered with hun- 
dreds of green mounds, beneath which, 
when the earth has been removed, it is 
seen that there are tiny underground build- 


ings. 

4 small opening, through which a man is 
barely able to crawl on his hands and 
knees, gives access to the inclosed and 
walled-in space beyond, which is divided 
into several smaller chambers, Each one 
communicates with the other by a small 
hole, a similar ** being made in the 
outer wall for the purpose of ventilation. 
A rude fireplace is sometimes found in a re- 
mote corner, but no outlet beyond the holes 
for ventilation is provided for the smoke. 
Very little more than this is known about 
these mysterious habitations.

WITH A WHOOP. 


BRYAN AND SEWALL NOMINAT- 
ED BY ACCLAMATION. 


THE HARMONY WAS PERFECT. 


The Name of the Organization Was 
Changed to the National 
Bimetallic Party. 


The National Silver Convention has bro- 
ken the record for harmony. 

After a three days’ session it adopted a 
platform and nominated Presidential can- 
didates by acclamation. 

Its nominees are William Jennings Bryan 
for President, and Arthur Sewall for Vice- 
President, and the context of its platform 
is the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, independent of the action of the 
world. 

The convention met in Grand Music Hall 
Wednesday and adjourned sine die at 6:30 
p. m. Friday. 

The closing scenes of the convention 
were in miniature a picture of the scenes 
that took place in the Coliseum at Chicago 
when Bryan was nominated by the Demo- 
cratic Convention. , 


About 1,000 ste gery were present and the 
‘big hall was filled with men and women. 

he delegates were impatient to finish 
their work, fling their banner to the breeze 
and go to the people for an indorsement of 
their action. 

The fina] session had been delayed in or- 
der that the convention might receive the 
result of the conference between its own 
committee and one eye by the Fopu- 
list Convention to see if it were possible for 
the two conventions to agree on candidates 
for a Presidential ticket. It was the delay 
of the Populists in organizing that had 
prolonged the Silver Convention, else it 
would have finished what it assembled to do 
on the first day. 

Chairman Baker and his committee of 
conference entered the hall shortly before 
4 o’clock, direct from the joint caucus. 

Chairman St. John cal the conven- 
tion to order, and a few minutes later Mr. 
Baker was on the stage announcing the re- 
sult of the conference. 

He said that the Populists had unanim- 
ously agreed to stand abreast with the sil- 
ver men in opposing the election of William 
McKinley and Garrett A. Hobart. The con- 
vention yelled with delight. 

Senator John P. Jones of Nevada, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, came 
forward and read the declaration of prin- 
ciples, and as he concluded the convention 
rose to its feet and ratified them. 

The resolutions had specifically indorsed 
Bryan and Sewall. Most of the delegates 
thought that was all that was necessary, 
and they were satisfied to let it go at that. 

It was explained that formal nominations 
were necessary. This announcement was 
Well received, because it opened the flood- 
gate of oratory, and every delegate seemed 
anxious to gain tho distinction of being first 
to name Bryan. 

Through the.courtesy of the Nebraska 
delegation the honor fell to Mr. E. E. Little 
of Kansas, a young man with a beardless 
and resolute face; something on the order 
of his hero, and withal a fluent declaimer. 

Mr. Little had a difficult task, because the 
audience anticipated him, and for the most 
part drowned his choicest encomiums with 
an uproar of cheers. 

Then Col. L. C. Pace, a life-long Repub- 
loan. and Chairman of the Nebraska dele- 
gation, rose to second Bryan’s nomination. 
He paid a glowing tribute to Bryan, and 
was lustily applauded. 

Baker of California, McBride of Mon- 
tana, the special friend of James G. Blaine; 
Donovan of Missouri, Strong of Illinois, 
Towne of Minnesota, Mrs. Stanbury of Col- 
orado, Turner of Ohio, Clark of Oregon, 
and McGinley of Michigan, followed in 
stirring speeches. 

Some one wanted a call of States. A 
score of delegates cried ‘‘No; let’s nomi- 
nate him by acclamation.” 

The convention rose to its feet as St. 
John put the motion. There was not a 
dissenting voice. 

Then a wild and glorious scene followed. 
The band burst forth with Hail, Colum- 
bia,” banners were snatched up and men 
paraded the hall with them, hats were 
flung in the air, and Miss Lillie B. Pierce 
seized the beautiful flag of the California 
Bimetallic League and started around the 
hall, with a long line of men followin 
and lling like mad. ' 

A large picture of Bryan was snatched 
from the stage, and with the flag wavin 
above it was carried several times aroun 
the hall. 

The demonstration lasted for fully twenty 
minutes. 

Delegate Alexander Troup of Connecticut 
drew the oratorical plum of placing Sewall’s 
name before the convention. He did go in

placed beside that of Bryan the crowd rose 
and yelled as lustily as if its lungs had not 
been just put to a twenty minutes’ test of 
splitting screams.

He was 
followed by H. T. Niles of Ohio and several 
others. The nomination of Sewall was 
made with the same unanimity as that of 
Bryan and was followed by a noisy demon- 
stration that lasted for several minutes. 

The convention's work was over, except 
as to minor details.

There is a difference of opinion between

Stone. Among those at the conference were 
Senator Allen of Nebraska and Patterson 
and Pence of Colorado.

ADDRESSES ON CO-OPERATION BY 
N. 0. NELSON AND MRS. FALES. 


ATTENDANCE WAS LIMITED. 


Great Interest, However, Was Mani- 
fested in the Proceedings by Those 
Actively in the Work. 


The second day’s session of the Co-opera- 
tive Congress began at 9 o’clock Saturday 
morning in Entertainment Hall, Alonzo 
Wardall in the chair. 

The attendance was as yesterday, limited 
in number, owing to the absence of many 
sympathizers, who are delegates to the Pop- 
ulist Convention and busy — that body. 

N. O. Nelson of St. Loulg delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. He said he was more 
than pleased to discharge this hospitable 
duty and glad to have the delegates enjoy 
the opportunity of visiting the beautiful 


parks and other places of interest in the city 
and note the improvements that are of 
hourly growth. It was gratifying to him as 
a citizen to see St. Louls acquiring fame as 
a convention city, and he assured his hear- 
ers that nothing would be left undone by 
the people of St. Louis to make the stay of 
its 8 pleasant and comfortable. 

“The essential feature of co-operation,” 
she said, is voluntary endeavor on the part 
of individuals, and conventions were neces- 
sary to propagate a belief in its principles. 
Co-operation is a working programme, not 
a ta king programme. 

“The real work of co-operation lies in 
small beginnings, in small business enter- 
prtses conducted on co-operative principles. 
There are plenty of recorded experiences to 
refer to, and the history of co-operative suc- 
cess is an open book, yet men are slow to 
follow methods that are in successful op- 
eration elsewhere. 

Charles Kingsley, Tom Hughes and 
in active work in behalf of the principle of 
co-operation. * 

“England is dotted all over with stores 
operated on this principle.’ The wholesale 
department under the Rochdale system 
does a business of over $50,000,000 a year. 

“Aside from its business aspect, co-opera- 
tion has a human aspect. it's aim is to 
make men, rather than make money. 

Two things are essential to success. A 
cash basis and abstention from political 
complications. The credit system and pol- 
itics were the Scylla and Charybdis between 
which many American co-operative enter- 
prises had been wrecked.”

Its desire is 
to abolish industrial slavery, to tear down 
the fabric of a soul-devouring wage system, 
and the erection of a structure based upon 
co-operative effort and mutual helpfulness. 

“The process by which a republic is trans- 
formed into a despotism is by a few absorb- 
ing the property of the many. That process 
N going on in this country with fatal rapid-

“In 1860 the total amount of the wealth 
of the country was $16,000,000,000: of this the 
workers got 43% per cent and capital “56% 
per cent. In 1890 the total wealth had in- 
creased to $61,000,000,000, of which the work. 
ers’ share was 17 per cent and the capital- 
ists’ 83 per cent. 

“Two things are necessary to crush out 
monopoly—one political, the other non-pol- 
itical.
